be the moſte ſhamefull and curſed of all other: and 
ſo acco2dynge to the ſayde lentence, the ſouldtours 
of the gattyſon crucified hym , that is to ſay, they 
napled hym thzoughe handes and feete to a croſſe, 
and hanged hym vppon the lame bet wene two the- 
ties, vpon a certayne hyll callyd Caluaty, vntyl he 
was deade:and after he was thus deade, one Jo⸗ 
ſeph of Jramathta , beynge one of Chuſtts diſti⸗ 
ples, obtepned lycence of the ſayde tudge, to take 
downe the bleſſed bodye ol oute ſautoute 112 * 
CHR15T from the ſayde crolle , and that done 
he and an other of Chziſtis diſctples , callpd Nicos 
demus, wꝛapped and foolded the ſame bodye in a 
cleane ſyndon, and ſoo layde it and buryed it in a 
newe graue oꝛ ſepulchze, whyche the ſayde Joſcph 
had made a ſtone , wherein there was neuer man 
burted befozc. and after he was thus cructfied and 
deade vppon the croſſes he deſcended in ſoule into 
hell. and mn oz ſoowes therof, wher 
with it was not pollible, that he Mulde be holden, 
and con and oppꝛeſſed bothe the deuyll and 
hell, a o dcathe it (elfe , wherebnto all man- 
kynde was condemned by the kalle of oute fozefa-

The pꝛoces of our ſautour Jeſu Chiſtis life; 
deathe, burtall, and diſtence to hell, thus declared,
